For nearly eight years President 
Clinton has dodged i)\g^ questions. The 
presidential campaign is, predictably, 
pt-.^ctuaiing his evasions: All the talk 
alimit Social Security and Medicare 
focuses on increaring benefits and 
ignores the harder issue of justifying the 
rirang transfer between young and old. 
But there's always a {mobility (albeit 
slim) that, once in office, a new president 
would tpiietly recant and address the 
more difficult chokes. 

T’his is where a Medicare drug benefit 


could be politically useful. It is virtually 
the only “sweetener” that could be

Almost cenainly, the long term costs , 
will be much Wgher than most people 
recognize. The CBO estimates Gore’s . 
plan (identical to Clinton’s) at $338 bil- 
lion tetween 2001 and 2010., (3eorge W. 
Bush puts his plan at $158 billion over 
the same period. These are huge sums, 
but they don’t seem large when the CBO 
is pnijec ting fe de^ 


seems affordable. 

Not so. For starters, the huge surpluses 
might not occur. The projections are 
highly sensitive to seemingly small shifts 
in economic growth and tax collection. 
But even if massive surpluses material- 
ize, they disguise the true cost of a drug 
benefit beoiuse the estimates stop (in 
2010) just before the oldest baby 
boomers qualify for Medicare. 

Economists at the CBO have done 
some rough estimates beyond that. 

Under present law, Medicare’s costs are 
projected to rise from 2.3 percent of 
national income (gross domestic product) 
now to 4.4 percent in 2030. A drug bene- 
fit (along the lines of the Clinton-Gorc 
proposal) could increase Medicare's costs 
to 6.5 percent of GDP by 2030. That’s 
almost a tripling of the program’s pre- 
sent costs. 

Of course, any projection is guesswork.

Army officials told a - 
House Armed Services subcom- 
mittee. 

Bob Riley and 
Sen. Jeff Sessions of Alabama 
-said-the-Utah-accid^ent-lowcred- 
their confidence Tn a similar 
chemical weapons incinerator 
being built near Anniston, 

The Army operates two incinera- 
tors' and is building the other 
three to'dlspose of most of the 
nation’s stocks of chemical 
weapons, which are to be 
t^trpyed by 2007 under an inter- 
national treaty. 

Riley said ha was upset -that 

Army officials had assured him 
- before the aeddem that nerve gas 


could never'escape the Utah 
incinerator. 

Army offldals and outside sd- 
entists told the lawmakers that 
destroying the chemical weapons' 

- some of which date to World 
War II or earlier - is the best way 
to ppotect the public. Many of 
those weapons ore leaking, which 
occasionally releases nerve gas, 
mustard ps or blistering agents 
into the air, offidols said. 

“The greatest risk is from the 
leaks” from stored weapons, said 
John Ferriter, a top offidal in the 
Army’s chemical weapons destruc- 
tion program. Aeddents involving 
stored weapons - induding unlike- 
ly events such as a lightning 
_strike,.plane.trash.oc.earthquake_ 

- are a much greater risk thw the* 
incinerator, Ferriter said. * 

Such leaks have released one . 
million times the nerve gas 
released by the Utah accident, 
said David Kosson, a member of a- 
National Academy of Sciences 
group that oversees chemical 
weapons destruction. Recently, a 
one-ton container stored near the 

Utah plant leaked about a cupful 

of mustard agent, Ferriter said. 
Additional filters and other 


equipment at the incinerators 
being built In Alabama and near 
Hermiston, Ore., and' Pine Bluff,- 
Ark., would prevent any nerve gu 
escaping in a similar aeddent, said 
• Cheryl Maggio^ another Army 
chemical weapons official. Tim 
Garrett, dei*ty project manager 
for the Alabama incinerator, said 
it would be "physically impossi- 
.ble” for enou^ nerve gas to leak 
from that plant to kill someone. 

Fatal levels of nerve gas outside 
the Alabama plant would require 
the leak of 1,850 pounds, or about 
200 gallons, of liquid nerve agent, 
Garrett said. That’s the amount 
from 185 M-85-rocketsrGarrett 
said, and the plant would never 
han dle tha t man y at once. __ __

TNN shetis ‘hick’ to hecome more slick

bMome a full-fledged broad-ba^ 
entertainment channel appealing 
to a nationwide audience. 

The network has been absorbed 
into the MTV Networks family at 
Viacom and shortly will be 
renamed The National Network, it 
was announced Tuesday. 

“The Nashville Network 
evolved its^ into TNN before the 
acquisition by CBS," said Herb 
Scanncll, president of 
Nickelodeon and TV Land, who 
now alra heads the new channel. 
“This is kind of the next evolution 
to make it into a general enter- 
lainment network.” 

In programming terms, that 
means a mix of movies and series 
on weekdays, while continuing 
with a blend of motorspons, out- 
doors programs and other fringe 
athletic events on the weekends. 

Specific programming plans 
have not been settled, Scannell 
said. 

1 “I do think we have a company 


that has great assets and great 
libraries," he said, citing Viacom’s 
ownership of Paramount, CBS and 
the MTV properties.

The goal, said Scannell is to 
move away from the regional feel 
of the network to one appealing to 
folia coast to coast.

Nickelodeon veteran Diane

.ager. Brian Hughes, who had 
headed TNN programming, has 
been named senior vice president 
for the new dhanncl’s sports and 
outdoOTS coverage. TNN president 
David Hall has resigned. As part 
of the new plan, much of TNN's 
management will shift from 
N^vBle to New York.

Fire season keeps boot maker on its toes

SPOKANE, Wash. - While 
weary firefighters look forward 
to tile end of the West’s wildfire 
season.
